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Garden Checklist
1. Keep feeding hanging basket Fuchsias with fish 

fertilizer and keep pinching off faded blooms before 
they form seed pods if you want long bloom.

2. For some late summer color from bedclers, try 
Zinnias, Salvia, Cockscomb and Petunias.

3. Check with your nurseryman for a special spray to 
combat mildew on Tuberous Begonias. You can also 
help control it by not welting the leaves at night.

4. Lift and divide spring-blooming bulbs. The rule with 
daffodils is don't force the bulbs apart. If they 
don't fall apart, don't divide this year.

5. Prune out the old fruiting canes on cane berries. 
Next year's crop will come from this year's growth.
